Before it was crushed by the military force of the bourgeoisic, the 
Paris Commune demonstrated to mankind that the working class was capable: 
not only of destroying the bourgeois, state machinery but also of replacing 
it with a new state, that of the working class, a dictatorship over the 
exploiting classes and a democracy for the erstwhile exploited classes.-— 
For seventy-two days, from March 18 to May 28, 1871, the proletariat of 
Paris revealed to the world the sced of a new society struggling to break 
out of the integume ont of the old society. 


' For the first time, Manis as the: pauetuonay theory of the pro- 
letariat found incontrovertible proof in the reality of the Paris Commune. 
The Paris Commune became the first great milestone in the theory and prac 
tice of proletarian revolution and _the dictatorship of the prolctariat. 


In his introduction. to The Civil War in France, Engels said: “Of 
late, the social-democratic philistine has once more been filled witl. 
wholesome terror at the word: Dictatorship of the Proletariat. Well and 
' goed, getitlemen, do you know what this dictatorship looks-like? -Look .at 
_the Paris Commune. That was the Dictatorship ef the Proletariat."

In his State and Revolution, Lenin laid great stress on the fundamen- 
tal lessons of the Paris Commune that the proletariat must smash. the: bureau~ 
cratic-military machinery of the bourgeoisie. He carried forward the theory, 
and practice of proletarian revolution and proletarian dictatorship. The: 
October Revolution which he led was essentially a recreation of the. Paris. 
Commune, the destruction of the bourgeois state machine-and-the establish- ~~ 
ment of. the proletarian dictatorship, at a new and higher stage. The be- 
trayers of Marxism who prevailed within the Second International and 
preached parliamentarism became utter failures because they departed, from 
the “road opened by the Paris Commune. Because they drew. principles and 
lessons from the Pais Commune, only the Bolsheviks were capable of seiz- ~ 
ing power and consolidating it under Lenin and Stalin. 


Carrying forward the torch of the Paris Commune, Chairman Nao teach- 
es us, "Political power grows out of the barrel of a gun.'"' This is ‘the. 
essence not only of the people's democratirc revolutidn under the leader- 
ship of the proletariat in China but also of all revolutionary struggles 
waged by the proletariat. in the one hundred years following the Paris Gone 
munc. Not a single movement or party of the proletariat has ever seized 
political power without following the principle of armed revolutione On _ 
the other hand, it hes been the sad experience of the proletariat in many 
countries to be betrayed by leaders who maneuver communist partics into 
being disarmed because of the craven desire to take. official seats in’ the 
pesekeouery state. 


In the Philippines, nogative lessons are amply provided by whe oppor- 
tunist leadership of the Lavas and Tarucs. The Lavas and Tarucs failed 
much as they wanted to, become members of the reactionary congress in a pup=- 
pet government just after World War II. The armed reactionaries could al-= 
ways violate their.own electoral laws, unseat the clected and’ use guns “to 
suppress the masses. Even when it was clear that a determined. poder’ 8 
war had to be waged, the Lavas and Tarucs had no singleness of purpose in 
continuing. the armed strugple. When in 1948 the mass clamor for armed ; 
struggle had become too clear to be disregarded by: the epportuniat “leaders 
of the old merger party, Taruc was allowed to’ bargain for. an amnesty with » 
the en ,enly and Jose Lava had a memorandum submitted to the reactionary con- 
gress pledging loyalty to the reactionary constitution and_goevernmont. 
While it is true that. the principle of armed revolution—seomed to Have 
lit fully ‘accepted by the Lava-Taruc leadership in 1950, the adventurist

‘The Paris Commune has taught us thatgfor the proletariat to lead the 
“revolution and overthrow the bourgeoisie there must be a-revolufionary = > 
party of the proletariat.that is strong ideologically, politically and or= 
ganizationally., The revolutionary practice’ of the Paris Gommune clarified 
the need for a central body of leadership to guide the vigorous movement 
of the revolutionary masscie. The-National Guards; the body -of-armod work= 
‘ers, that seized Paris from the bourgeoisie looked up to a Central Commit 
tee of leadership. As of March 26, the Paris Commune was elected by. the 
workers as a representative body to lead them. 


Though the International Workingmen's Association, the leading ore 
Ranizer and spirit of which was Marx, was blamed by the bourgeoisie for 
leading the revolt of the workers, it did. not carry the preponderant in- 
fluence among the workers; Marxism had not yet been grasped ‘by. the major= 
ity of workers. Blanquism and Proudhonism were acknowledged by the lead= 
ers of the Paris Commune as their guide. as 

In practice, however, the Paris Commune disproved the Blanguist 
school of anarchy and tho Proudhonist school of petty-bourgeois socialism 
and proved the correctness of Marxism. Against the anarchist ténats of 
Blanqui, the workers of Paris did not only destroy the bourgeois state 
machine but established the dictatorship of the proletariat; it was not a. 
mere handful of intellectuals that made revolutionary triumph possible 
but the great mass of workers in the course of class struggle. ‘The econo= 
mic decrees of the Paris Commune disregarded Proudhon's economic teaching 
and had to face the facts of large-scale industry. . 


_ _ Learning from the experience of the Paris Commune, Lénin indefatig- 
ably built up the Bolshevik. Farty as the revolutionary party of the pro- 
letariat armed with Marxism. This party became the advanced detachment 
of the working class. It became the political leader and geacral staff 
ef the proletariat in the revolution for the establishment of the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat. . As an organized party of the proletariat, the 
Bolshovile carried forward the torch of the Paris Commune. They opposed 
the renéegacy of the Second International and went on to prove their correct 
proletarian revolutionary line by overthrowing the bourgeoisie by arnicd 
force and establishing the dictatorship of the proletariat. a 68; 
In the Chinese revolution, Comrade Mae-Tsetung built a wolledisci-' 
plined party armed with the theory of Marxisn-Loininism, using the metiod 
of criticism and linked with the broad masses, of the people.

But when 
in March 1877, the revolutionary workers of Paris revolted against the 
bourgedisie and created the Commune, Marx set the example cf a true revo- 
lutionary thinker and leader by welcoming the Paris Commune and consider- 
ing himself a participant. He paid tribute to the revolutionary enthusiasm 
and initiative of the workers and closely studied their movement for what 
_it was’ greatly worth. 3 


The creators of history are indeed the masses. Leaders can make a 
_summing-up and synthesize new tasks only on the basis of the revolutionary . 
mass. movement. True loadership cannot be established and cannot act-cor- - 
rectly without relying. on the BACa Re and. without learning from them. 

‘From the masses to the masses" is the correct slogan that must be followed 
by the revolutionary party of the proletariat and by its. cadres
